A Distinguished American 


In the death of Dr. 8. W eir Mitchell, in Philadelphia, in 
the forepart of this month, the I lilted States loses a renowned 
physician and well known fiction writer, belonging to a little 
group of Americans who were in the highest sense distin­ 
guished. 
A man of charming personality and having an inside ac­ 
quaintance with many aspects of lift* about which the ordinary 
person knows nothing, Dr. Mitchell?s splendid mind reached 
out towards wide culture and his beautiful sympathy enabled 
him to bi* of use to diverse temperaments. 
Lyman Abbott calls him “ a perfectly normal m an,” yet 
lie knew all the abnormalities, the eccentricities of nervous dis­ 
ease, the peculiarities of exceptional temperaments,” His sue 
c ss in dealing with hypochondriacs, with patients m e n ta lly un­ 
strung and given to nervous disorders gave to him prestige 
as one of tile greatest of neurologists. 
To him is aseribed the formulating, if he did not actually 
invent it, of the “ rest cu re” and he worked it out and used it 
with such good results that his name will never cease to he 
associated with this pioneer experiment for the recuperation 
of tired nerves. 
Long after he became a distinguished physician Dr. Mitch­ 
ell began to write fiction. His branch of medicine gave to him 
opportunity to study human nature and to s e e it in varied and 
interesting aspects, and he had the born literary impulse, com­ 
bined with freshness of feeling, so that his skill as a novelist 
was granted no less than his skill in his profession. 
Probably “ Hugh W ynne,” that graphic 
and 
dramatic 
story of Revolutionary days, will always b e the most popular 
of his stories, and second to it “ The Adventures of Francois,” 
a study of a French revolution episode. 
(•cuius as he was, Dr. Mitchell could attribute much of his 
success along such versatile lilies to his immense energv. 
He 
was a roan who absolutely refused to be idle, and to whom 
mere diversion did not appeal. 
Much interest is attached to this bit of reminiscent auto­ 
biography which was drawn from Dr. Mitchell at an alumni 
dinner of the University of Pennsylvania: 
“ \\ hat you have said of me as a scientist and physician, 
and as a w riter ol fiction and verse, obliges me to be personal. 
' ‘ When success in my profession gave me the freedom o f |- 
long summer holidays, the despotism of ray habits of w 
would have made entire idleness mere ennui.
